TITLE 6—AGRICULTURAL CREDIT 

CHAPTER I—FARM CREDIT 
ADMINISTRATION 

Authorizing Certain Officials to Per¬ 
form the Duties and Exercise the

“§ 3.1 Authority of Deputy Governors 
to serve as Governor in the absence of the 
Governor, Dr. A. G. Black, First Deputy 
Governor of the Farm Credit Administra¬ 
tion, is hereby authorized and directed to 
perform the duties and exercise the 
powers of the Governor of the Farm 
Credit Administration in the absence of 
the Governor of the Farm Credit Admin¬ 
istration. 

“Mr. Gerald E. Lyons, Deputy Governor 
of the Farm Credit Administration, is 
hereby authorized and directed to per¬ 
form the duties and exercise the powers 
of the Governor of the Farm Credit Ad¬ 
ministration in the absence of the Gov¬ 
ernor of the Farm Credit Administration 
and in the absence of Dr. A. G. Black, 
Rrst Deputy Governor of the Farm 
Credit Administration. 

“Mr. Roy M. Green, Deputy Governor 
of the Farm Credit Administration, is 
hereby authorized and directed to per¬ 
form the duties and exercise the powers 
of the Governor of the Farm Credit Ad¬ 
ministration in the absence of the Gover¬ 
nor of the Farm Credit Administration, 
and in the absence of Dr. A. G. Black, 
First Deputy Governor of the Farm 
Credit Administration, and in the absence 
of Mr. Gerald E. Lyons, Deputy Governor 
of the Farm Credit Administration. 

“Mr. Clyde W. Warburton, Deputy 
Governor of the Farm Credit Adminis¬ 
tration, is hereby authorized and di¬ 
rected to perform the duties and exer¬ 
cise the powers of the Governor of the 
Farm Credit Administration in the ab¬ 
sence of the Governor of the Farm 


Credit Administration, and in the ab¬ 
sence of Dr. A. G. Black. First Deputy 
Governor of the Farm Credit Adminis¬ 
tration, and in the absence of Mr. Ger¬ 
ald E. Lyons and Mr. Roy M. Green, 
Deputy Governors of the Farm Credit 
Administration.” 

2. The order of December 27, 1939 
(4 FR 4979) is superseded by the pro¬ 
visions of this order.

TITLE 43—PUBLIC LANDS: INTERIOR 

CHAPTER I—GENERAL LAND 
OFFICE 

[Circular No. 1467] 

Lot Assessments in Trustee Town 
Sites. Alaska 

Paragraphs 2, 7, 9 and 14 on pages 
102, 103 and 104 of Circular 491 dated 
February 24, 1928, relating to lots in 
trustee town sites in Alaska, were incor¬ 
porated into the Code of Federal Regu¬ 
lations as §§ 80.4, 80.9, 80.10 and 80.15, 
respectively. These regulations are 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

§ 80.4 Petition for trustee and for 
survey of lands into lots, blocks, etc. 
When the survey of the exterior lines 
has been approved, or if the town site 
is on surveyed land, a petition to the 
Secretary of the Interior, signed by a 
majority of occupants of the land, will 
be filed in the district office for trans¬ 
mittal to the General Land Office re¬ 
questing the appointment of trustee and 
the survey of the town site into lots, 
blocks, and municipal reservations for 
public use, the expense thereof to be 
paid from assessments upon the lots, as 
provided in § 80.10. 

§ 80.9 Subdivision of land and pay¬ 
ment therefor . After the entry is made. 
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the town site will be subdivided by the 
United States into blocks, lots, streets, 
alleys, and municipal public reserva¬ 
tions. The expense of such survey will 
be paid from the appropriation for sur¬ 
veys in Alaska reimbursable from the lot 
assessments when collected. 

§ 80.10 Lot assessments. The trustee 
will assess against each lot, according to 
area, its share of the cost of the subdi- 
visional survey. The trustee will make a 
valuation of each occupied or improved 
lot in the town site and assess upon such 
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lots, according to their value, such rate 
and sum in addition to the cost of their 
share of the survey as will be necessary to 

pay all other expenses incident to the 
execution of his trust which have accrued 
up to the time of such levy. More than 
one assessment may be made if necessary 
to effect the purpose of the Act of March 

3, 1891, and regulations contained in 
§§ 80.2 to 80.17. 

§ 80.15 Final report of trustee; dispo¬ 
sition of unexpended moneys and unsold 
lots. After the disposal of a sufficient 
number of lots to pay all expenses inci¬ 
dent to the execution of the trust, includ¬ 
ing the cost of the subdivisional survey, 
the trustee will make and transmit to the 
General Land Office his final report of 
his trusteeship, showing all amounts re¬ 
ceived and paid out and the balance 
remaining on hand derived from assess¬ 
ments upon the lots and from the public 
sale. The proceeds derived from such 
sources, after deducting all expenses, may 
be used by the trustee on direction of the 
Secretary of the Interior, where the town 
is unincorporated, in making public im¬ 
provements, or, if the town is incorpor¬ 
ated such remaining proceeds may be 
turned over to the municipality for the 
use and benefit thereof. After the public 
sale and upon proof of the incorporation 
of the town, all lots then remaining un¬ 
sold will be deeded to the municipality, 
and all municipal public reserves will, by 
a separate deed, be conveyed to the 
municipality in trust for the public pur¬ 
poses for which they were reserved.

ORDER AND NOTICE OF HEARING UPON PETI¬ 
TION FOR MODIFICATION 

By order dated November 19, 1926, 
made pursuant to the provisions of the 
Packers and Stock Yards Act, 1921, as 
amended (7 UJ5.C. 181-231), the Secre¬ 
tary of Agriculture prescribed reasonable 
rates and charges for selling and buying 
livestock at the Union Stock Yards, 
Omaha, Nebraska. The Omaha Live¬ 
stock Exchange, through its Secretary 
and on behalf of its members operating 
at the Union Stock Yards, Omaha, Ne¬ 
braska, filed a petition on May 29, 1939, 
seeking a modification of said order so 
as to permit its members to increase 
rates and charges for their services and 
so as to provide for certain changes in 
the structure of the prevailing tariff. 
The reasons alleged for the modification 
are in substance as follows: 

1. The rates prescribed by the order re¬ 
sulted in a loss of $2,548.82 to the peti¬ 
tioners in 1938, instead of the profit 
contemplated by the order. 

2. The petitioners paid actual salaries 
in 1938 in an amount which was $174.- 
250.35 in excess of the amount contem¬ 
plated by the order. This increased 
expense has been due to the change in 
the method of arrival of livestock at the 
market. 
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3. In 1938, the expenses for travel, ap¬ 
praisal, and advertising exceeded by $3,- 
909.47 the amount found reasonable by 
the Secretary in his order. 

4. The overhead expenses in 1938 were 
$ 114 , 430.62 in excess of the overheads 
found reasonable by the Secretary in his 
order. 

5. The allowance found reasonable by 
the Secretary for interest failed by $17,- 
148.72 to yield a 6 percent return on the 
amount invested by the petitioners in 

1938. 

6. The Secretary’s order applied in 1938 
resulted in a deficiency to the petitioners 
of $305,218.43 in operating expenses, a 
deficiency of $51,243.72 in interest on in¬ 
vestment, and failed to produce a profit of 
$126,875.72 as was estimated that it 
should. 

It appears that an opportunity for a 
hearing should be afforded to the peti¬ 
tioners and to all other interested parties 
including the patrons of the petitioners 
for the purpose of determining whether 
the orders heretofore made in this pro¬ 
ceeding should be modified. 

It is, therefore, ordered. That P. & S. 
Docket No. 145 be reopened for the pur¬ 
pose of affording the petitioners and all 
other interested parties including pa¬ 
trons of the petitioners an opportunity 
to appear and present such evidence as 
may be relevant and material to the 
matters alleged in the petition. 

It is further ordered. That the matter 
be set down for public hearing before 
an examiner on March 4, 1940 at 10 
a. m., in Room 2860, South Building, 
United States Department of Agricul¬ 
ture, Washington, D. C. 

It is further ordered, That this order 
and notice shall be published in the 
Federal Register. 

It is further ordered. That a copy of 
this order and notice of hearing shall be 
served upon the Secretary of the Omaha 
Livestock Exchange by registered mail.

At such hearing, if in respect of any 
declaration, cause shall be shown why 
such declaration shall become effective. 

It is further ordered , That William W. 
Swift or any other officer or officers of 
the Commission designated by it for that 
purpose shall preside at the hearings in 
such matter. The officer so designated 
to preside at any such hearing is here¬ 
by authorized to exercise all powers 
granted to the Commission under sec¬ 
tion 18 (c) of said Act and to a trial 
examiner under the Commission’s Rules 
of Practice. 

Notice of such hearing is hereby given 
to such declarant or applicant and to 
any other person whose participation in 
such proceeding may be in the public 
interest or for the protection of inves¬ 
tors or consumers. It is requested that 
any person desiring to be heard or to be 
admitted as a party to such proceeding 
shall file a notice to that effect with the 
Commission on or before March 1, 1940. 

The matter concerned herewith is in 
regard to the issue and sale by said West 
Penn Power Company of $5,000,000 
principal amount of 3% First Mortgage 
Bonds due March 1, 1970 and 24,923 
shares of $100 par Cumulative 4 %% 
Preferred Stock. Applicant has desig¬ 
nated Section 6 (b) of the Act as ap¬ 
plicable to the above transaction.
